He told me that Layton Martens was the only man alive 
Who knew all the persons involved in the plot and that if 
Guy Canister were alive today he would be extremely important 
to the investigation* 

Gurvich read to me a statement from a ’’Rudolph 
Richard Davis’* of ^allas, which said something to the effect 
that Area aha was in tha habit of carrying munitions for the 
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government and that he thought it was in cooperation wL th tha PI 
FBI® S Gurvich told me Davis was not worth going after, that 
he was a very, very peripheral figure who only incidentally
